Merit Postoffices Downed. 


The proposal of William Dudley Foulke | 


of Indiana to extend the merit system to 
all nonpolitical offices, including post- 
masterships, was roared down. A pro- 
posed amendment of Delegate Halbert of 
Minnesota indorsing an international 
court of arbitration met the same fate. 

A slap at the Wilson administration was 
injected .into the Mexican plank in the 
nature of criticism of the “‘ murder” of 
Americans on the high seas. The amend- 
ment reads: ' . 

“Failure to deal firmly and promptly 
with the menace of Mexican disorder and 
hreatenéd violations of the rights of our 
citizens on the high seas has resulted in 
the wanton murder of our citizens and in 
the tragic weakening of our national self- 
respect.” , 

An amendment to the equal rights plank 
offered by Judge W. L. Ransom of New 
York was adopted, providing ‘‘ we should 
not conclude a treaty with any country 
that will not assure to American citi- 
zens’ absolutely equal rights. - , 

Opening of Dry Fight. 

The prohibttion fight was launched by 
Delegate W. D. Cooper of Lawrence, 
Kas. Dean Lewis. scenting trouble, said 
he had not heard a second to the motion 
and, urged that no discussion of this 
question be had at this time. Chairman 
Robins, however, said it should be de 
bated at length if it was the pleasure of 
the convention. 

As scon as he asked if any one wished 
to makc/any remarks on the subject, 
Hen . Allen asked for and was granted 
the floor. He called attention to thé fact 
that the party stood for conservation of 
everything else and should not be afraid 
to stand for the conservation of human- 
ity. He said that suffrage and the liquor 
question went hand in hand and that the 
time was ripe for some great party to 
have the moral courage to stand for it. 


Fears Clouded Issue, 

Mr. Garfield replied. He said that if 
prohib’tion were adopted, it would be the 
main issue of the campaign and the prin- 
ciples upon which the party had been 
building, Americanism and preparedness, 
would be thrown into the discard.

SUFFRAGE PLANK 
COSTS WOMEN 
SUM OF $60,000 
Rain. Causes Big Expense, 


Raincoats and Damage to 
Clothing Being Factors. 


) 


It cost the suffragiste of the country 
$60,390 to get a suffrage plank in the Re- 
publican and Progressive party plat- 
forms. That is the estimate given out 
yesterday by the parade committee after 
a session at the headquarters in the 
Tower building. , 

The association will stand $5,000 of that 
expense. That includes such things as 
rent, salaries, advertising, banners, 
bands, and telephones. The rest of the 
money came out of the pockets of the 
marchers. A large amount of the,ex, 
penses was blamed on the downpour of 
parade day. 

$1,250 for Raincoats. 
. For instance, the committee estimated 
$1,250 for raincoats. Raincoats were sold 
at the headquarters for $4, but the con- 
cessionaire returned $1.50 for all coats 
brought back to him after the parade. 
It was estimated that 1,000 pairs of rub- 
bers were purchased at $1 a pair. The 
out of town women numbered almost ex- 
actly 1,000, and it is stated that practi- 
cally all of them purchased rubbers for 
the march. . 

Many of them, it is said, brought along 
only good clothes, and the damage to 
the clothes was placed at $5 per woman. 
The cost to theslocal women, it was esti- 
mated, amounted -to $2 apiece. 

In this estimate is included the hat and 
scarf, which cannot be used again, the 
cost of the other clothes purchased from 
the parade committee, and the laundry, 
cleaning, and pressing, necessary for 
clothes, as well as the damage caused by 
the rain.

We re- 
new the pledge to obse ‘this principle 
and to maintain the ri ‘of asylum 
which is neither to be surrendered nor 
restricted, and we unite in the cherished 
hope that the war which is now desolat- 
ing the wodrid may speedily end, with a 
complete and lasting restoration of 
brotherhood among the nations of the 
earth and the assurance of full equal 
rights, civil and religious, to all men in 
every land.” :

THE PLATFORMS. 
The Republican and Progressive platforms placed 
in parallel illustrate the virtual identity of political 
trend of the Republican and Progressive parties in 
formulated principles and in their conceptions of 
the national needs. Both represent in generaliza- 
tion the political, economic, and social conviction 
of the majority of the American people, divided 
at the polls in 1912, and, we hope, now to be reunited 
for a resumption of government at the next election. 
The paramount consideration of both documents 
is national preparedness for war and for peace. 
As to defense, the Progressive platform is more ad- 
mirable and more explicit than the Republican.

If this avoids a specific pledge for immediate com- 
.Pulsory training, it lays the foundation for its future 
accomplishment. | / : 

The Republican declaration as to land defense 
is deplorably inexplicit and especially disappointing 
in evading any reference to universal training cf 
the citizenry, either voluntary or compulsory. The 
only encouragement offered in this case is that a 
steady crystallization of Republican opinion in favor 
of compulsory universal training will logically re- 
sult in proper legislation. The omission is discred.t- 
able and inexcusable, an instance of stupid and dis- 
ingenuous politics, not an expression of Republican 
public sentiment. 

The Republican declaration on Mexico is perhaps 
the strongest in that platform and is to be preferred 
to the Progressive as more detailed and emphatic. 
There is nothing in the coming campaigr which 
should be more vigorously pressed than the shame- 
ful record of the Wilson diplomacy in Mexico or 
more energetically asserted than the “promise to 
our citizens on and near our border and those in 
Mexico, wherever they may be found, of adequate 
and absolute protection in their lives, liberty, and 
property.” ) eAaR :

Both platforms indorse equal suffrage in general 
terms, but the Republican plank “recognizes the 
right of each state to settle this question for itself.” 
This concession, which is not likely to be bettered 
at St. Louis, would seem to represent a recognition 
of the status quo rather than a definite gain for 
woman's suffrage. It is a reminder of its advance, 
however, if not an advance, and to that extent a 
moral victory for the enfranchisement movement. 

Taken as a whole, with the exceptions of the 
discreditable omissions in the Republican platfocm 
of declarations on universal training, immigration, 
and the pork barrel evil, it outlines the main pur- 
poses of Republicanism as well as could be ‘ex- 
pected, considering its authorship.

| POISON IVY. 
| NE of the penalties paid for by 
some people for an outing is ivy 
poisoning, called poison oak poi- 


country. 
There is great variance in susceptibil- 
ity to poison ivy. Some can handle it 
without being poisoned. Others get in 


susceptibility varies in the same pere 
son, 

Poison ivy poisoning is one of those 
diseases concerning which there is a 
seven year tradition. There are those 
who say that once a person is infected by 
it the disease will return every eummer 
for seven years, even though the person 
keeps away from poison ivy. As in the 
case with most traditions, the statement 
ig one-tenth truth and nine-tenths error, 
A person who has been poisoned by ivy 
remains susceptible to the poison for a 
few years. During these years a slight 
contact is wo ep, to cause poison- 
ing. | 

Another homespun theory which js 
Properly disposed of at this point is the 
suggestion that a susceptible person can 
be poisoned by air-borne poison. 

~o 

Ivy poisoning ig most frequent on the 
hands. It is not unduly frequent on ér 
around the orifices of’ the nose. This 
points to contact as the cause. There 
are indications pointing in the same 
directions. We may safely say that poi- 
son ivy dermatitis results from contact 
with the oleo resin from the plant and 
that the poison is deposited by contact 
with the plant, or with water that has 
been on the plant, or by the fingers. 

- There are a hundred sure cures for 
poison ivy if we believe the stories we 
hear. In a certain sense eX¥ery one of 
these is a cure. Nobody ever died of 
poison ivy. Bverybody who has had it 
gets well, Therefore, any remedy which 
is used is liable to get a reputation as a 
cure, If the remedy happens to be ap- 
plied to a mild case that is about to get 
well, it gets a reputation as a quick cure. 


~ 

The first symptom is a localized itch- 
ing. Presently the itching area turns 
red. In a few hours fine water blisters, 
each smaller than a pinhead, appear: 
The chance is that the tops of the blisters 
will be scratched off, leaving an oozing 
red surface. This may become infected 
with pus bacteria, resulting in suppura- 
tion. However, suppuration is the ex- 
ception. After a few days the itching 
lessens; then the redness and swelling 
gradually subside and the oozing stops. 
If the itching spot is scratched the fingers 
@re liable to spread the infection to other 
parts of the body. Gloves on the hands 
when one goes in the woods is the best 
preventive. 

If the hands have been !n contact with 
the vine (or weed) the poison can be 
washed off with a laundry soap or turpen- 


soning in certain parts of the

must be used. If the disease is recog- 
nied early it can sometimes be stopped 
short by a vigorous washing with plenty 
of soap and water. If soap and water 
will not stop the eruption it can be treat- 
ed with any of the following: ~- 

Strong soapsuds. 

Baking soda in water (teaspoonful of 
soda to a cup of water). 

Fluid extract of grindelia (teaspoonful 
to a pint of water). 

Permanganate of potash (solution 1 to 
2,000). 

Sugar of lead solution (30 grains to a 
pint of water). 

These are’ to be applied on soft cloths 
kept saturated. As the eruption fades, a 
saturated solution of boric acid or a 10 
‘per cent boric acid ointment helps.

GIVE BABY WATER. 

Mrs. A. H. writes: ‘ I havea little boy 
who is now 14 months old. When born 
he was weak, and after three weeks he 
began to pass a little blood in his diapers. 
Well, we called in a specialist for balies 
and he said our baby had stones in the 
bladder or gravel in the kidneys, but he 
wasn't sure, and said the baby was so 
small he woukin’t recommend any medi- 
cine Day and night that baby cried. All 
winter we walked the floor and sat up 
late at night rocking it for hours. Al- 
ways before it wanted to urinate it would 
fuss and cry and seem to bein misery and 
it would take him solongtourinate. The 
doctors, different ones, told me that it 
wasn't necessary to circumcise the boy, 
as that was not the cause, but they don’t 
seem to give any relief. Now he seems 
to be getting worse instead of better. He 
is so restless that we don't know if he is 
in pain. He is a bottle fed baby, feeding 

on oatmeal gruel and certified milk.” 


REPLY. 

Newly born babies often suffer from pain in 
urinating. The cause is uric acid crystals in 
the urine. These crystals cut and tear, and 
bleod in the urine occasionally results. 

The remedy is water. Give the baby water 
to @rink. If preferred, the ter can be 
flavored with catnip and called tatnip tea, or 
“it can be otherwise flavored and called by 
another name, but give water. Occasionally 
this uric acid gravel is followed by stone. 
Semetimes the stone is in the urethra, oc- 
casionally in the bladder or kidney. Possibly 
in this case it ia in the urethra. A physician 
can tell you. You may have to see a specialist. 

In most cases of painful urination in boys 
the trouble is with the foreskin, and circum- 
cision is needed,

George Coats, who has just been elevat- 
ed to the peerage on the occasion of King 
George’s birthday. isa younger brother of 
Sir Thomas Glen-Coata, and father-in- 
law of the Marquis of Douro, eldest‘son 
and heir of the fourth and present Duke 
of Wellington. 

The Coats family, which has its repre- 
sentative in this country, had its origin in 
Paisley, a town to the west of Glasgow, 
which has long been noted for the ingenui- 
ty and enterprise of its inhabitants. A 
hundred years ago the Paisieyites were 
nursing the shawl trade, which was to 
make the name of the town a word to be 
known wherever women lived. They were 
also experimenting with another indus- 
try, the thread trade, endeavoring to dis- 
cover a raw material which would be 
more effective and more profitable than 
linen. They at last found it in cotton. 

Among the pioneers of this business was 
James Coats of Paisley, who started busi- 
ness on his own account as a thread man- 
ufacturer, in a very small way, a little 
over ninety years ago, his factory being 
but sixty feet In length. Once started, 
however, the little business began to 
grow, and now the factories at Paisley 
alone cover whole acres of ground, besides 
which the firm has great branch factories

The management of this colossal bus!- 
ness is now in the hands of the third gen- 
eration of the family, comprising Sir 
Thomas Glen-Coats, who is lord lieuten- 
ant of thé county of Renfrewshire, and 
whose wife, now dead, was a daughter 
of Alexander Walker of Montreal; his 
brother, George Coats, now elevated to 
the peerage, and owner of the forest of 
Glen Tana, Aboyne, Aberdeenshire, and 
Sir James Coats, whose first wife, now 
dead, was Miss Sarah Auchincloss of New 
York. 

Several of Sir James’ children have 
married Americans. Thus, his second 
son, Alfred Coats, who makes his home in 
the United States, in Brown street, Provi- 
dence, R. I., is married to Elizabeth, 
Ccaugbter of the late Maurice Barnewall 
of Flushing, Long Island, N. Y. Another 
son, James Coats, is the husband of the 
former Miss “Annie Baldwin Caswell of 
Providence, R. I1., while of Sir James’ 
daughters, Annie Coats is married to 
George Gordon King of Newport, R. Ke 
and his other daughter was the late Mrs. 
Theodore Frelinghuysen of Newark, N. J.

Lord Lathom, who has just attained his 
majority, is the third earl of his line, and 
after serving as a lieutenant of the Lan- 
cashire Hussars, in Gallipoli, is now at the 
front in France. He will probably obtain 
leave before the summer is over to run 
over to London in order to take his seat 
in the house of lords. The house of Wil- 
braham, of which he is the chief, takes 
its name from the manor of Wilbraham, 
in Cambridgeshire, where some of his an- 
cestors were settled in, the reign of Hen- 
ry IL. 

Under Henry III. a Wilbraham was 
high sheriff of Cheshire, and the name of 
the family appears in the annals of many 
subsequent reigns, Sir Thomas Wilbra- 
ham Weing one of the principal cavalry 
leaders in the army of Charles I., against 
the parliamentary forces. William Wil- 
braham, member of parliament for Ches- 
ter, married the only child and sole heir- 
ess of Robert Bootle of Lathom house, tn 
Lancashire, and she was further enriched 
by the inheritance of the extensive prop- 
erty of her father’s brother, Sir Thomas 
Bootle, chancellor to Frederick, Prince of 
Wales, in the reign of George II. Their 
son was raised to the peerage as Lord 
Skelmersdale, and hjs grandson became 
first Earl of Lathom, enjoying great 
favor at court, where he was lord cham- 
berlain of the late Queen Victoria’s house- 
hold, as well as captain of the yeomen of 
her guard. | 

The manor of Lathom, from which the 
earl takes his title, is in the immediate 
neighborhood of the town of that name, 
and figures in Doomsday book. It be- 
longed for 300 years to the house of Stan- 
ley. The crowning glory of Lathom 
house was that it withstood for four 
months a siege by the parliamentary 
army, under Fairfax, in 1644, being de- 
fended for the king by the French wife 
of tts then owner, James, Earl of Derby. 
She was Charlotte de la Tremouille of the 
great French ducal house of that name. 
Her husband, captured after the battle 


of Worcester, was sent to the scaffold by 


Cromwell in 1651, his widow surviving to 
witness the restoration. A daughter and 
co-heir of the ninth Darl of Derby, name- 
ly, Harriet, Lady Ashburnham, inherited 
Lathom, with its glorious old park, more 
than four miles in circurhference, and 
after passing through one or two hands 
it was purchased by Sir Thomas Bootle, 
who bequeathed it to his niece, the wife of 
Richard Wilbraham, an ancestor of the 
present Lord Lathom.

As the matter presented is not one requir- 
ing official action by this department a con- 
clusive opinion cannot be given. However, 
your attention is called to the following pro- 
vision of the first paragraph of section 2 of 
the citizenship act of March 2, 1907: ** That 
any American citizen shall be deemed to have 
expatriated himself when he has been nat- 
uralized in any foreign state in conformity 
with its laws, or when he has taken an oath 
of allegiance to any foreign state.” If the 
person in question did not take an oath ‘of 
allegiance to Norway during his absencs 
from this country it does not appear that his 
case comes within the provision of the law 
quoted.

He feels like the brother to every- + 
thing that is pitiful or terrible or beau- 
tfful, to everything that is scourged or 
hunted or hidden—to structural iron 
workers and ice handlers, to prisoners 


of saying things, he makes such a roar- 
ing as he comes, that one involuntarily 
sidesteps to get out of the way. It is 
as if an ‘aeroplane were to alight in the 
yard—an armed aeroplane—in the midst 
of ladies drinking tea, :

Of course, I’m not going to try to say: 
whether Mr. Sandberg writes poetry or 
not. I haven't the faintest idea what 
poetry ia.

gives you palpitations. I remember 
when I was @ little girl and first read 
Wait Whitman that I knew he wrote 


my spine, and at that time every one I 
knew. was saying that Whitman didn’t 
write poetry at all. Sandberg’s whap- 
bang style, with all his appeal! to brother- 
hood, and all his violent unusualness, 
certainly is interesting. But some of it— 
venisome of the best of it—seems to be 
done for a calculated effect of dismaying 
and affronting the discreet and academic. 
Shocking the bourgeoise is too old a trick 
longer to be. amusing. In fact, any one 
who tries to do such a thing becomes 
worse than bourgeoise—he becomes hack- 
neyed.

G. Fisher and A. C. Newby’, two of the 


four owners of the Indianapolis track, 


sent the following telegram to Myers, 
who is acting as their representative 
here: 

“If Chicago race is run on Sunday, 
with¢raw entry of all six cars.” 

This order wes confirmed by James 
Allison, also interested in the Indian- 
apolis speedway. over the long distance 
telephone to New York. 


All Bix Cars Dangerous. 

The Indianapolis speedway is backing 
six of the fastest and most dangerous 
contenders in the Chicago race—the two 
Peugeots, the two Maxwells, and the 
two Premiers—and has an all star team 
of @rivers in Johnny Aitken, Charley 
Merz, Eddie Rickenbacher, Peter Hen- 
‘Gerson, Gil Anderson, and Howdy Wiicox. 

The loss of these six entries is a crush-

Disturber V. is Commodore James A. 
Pugh’s latest racing marvel. It carries 900 
horse power and is about 26 feet long. 
It is said thet it already made a speed 
of close to eixty miles an hour in trials.

lis @ close race for the championship of

Commodore Pugh is the first race boat 
enthusiast to make sixty miles an hour 
on the water.

PROOF AGAINST 
STATE'S TACTICS 


Tells Nothing of Ald to Dady 
After Lambert Finishes 


Tragedy Testimony.

LETTERS ARE NOT IDENTIFIED.

E. O. Orpet took the stand in the Cir- 
cuit court at Waukegan yesterday as a 
witness for the state in its efforts to send 
jl is son to the gallows or the penitentiary. 

As he ascended the stand Frank Lam- 
tert, father of the girl Will Orpet is 
charged with murdering, stepped down, 
The two fathers, one trying in every 
way to shield his boy and the other 
endeavoring to loop a hangman's noose 
about the led’s neck, brushed by each 
other on their way to and from the wit- 
vess chair, 

Mrs. Lambert, in unrelieved mourning 
—a tragic figure—sat with bowed head in 
her hand, weeping silently, as her hus- 
tand told his dramatic story of finding 
his daughter dead in Helm’s wood with 
the new snow drifted about her. 


Orpet’s Mother Near By. 

If Mrs. Lambert had stretched out her 
arm, she could have touched another 
mother whom this tragedy of young pas- 
sion hed plunged into a sorrow as pro 
found as her own. Beside her son, Mrs. 
Orpet sat with twitching, troubled coun- 
tenance as the heart broken manon the 
witness stand told of the perfidy that 
murder or no murder, had robbed him of 
his only child. 

Beneath the thrillimg story by the father 
whose life he had wrecked Will Orpet sat 
apparently unmoved. His white, finely 


as a cameo. He sat with arms crossed 
‘and head on one side with the air of one 
who listens critically and with impersonel 
interest ta a good story. Once he turned 
and whispéred to his mother. Again he 
took a leather note book from an inner 
pocket and made a notation with a foun- 


tain pen. 


Doesn’t Hurt Son’s Case. - 

If State's Attorney Dady expected to 
prove anything vital by the prisoner's 
father, he was disappointed. Mr. Onpet, 
a bieck bearded Englishman of heavy 
pulld, his cheeks ruddy with health, told 
little that hurt his son’s chances and noth- 
ing that helped ‘the prosecution. 

One after another, Mr. Dady showed 
| him forty-four love letters written by 
Will Orpet to Marion Lambert and asked 
him if he could identify the handwriting. 
The prosecutor expected the identifica- 
tion would be a mere formality. To his 
surprise, Mr. Orpet said he could not 
identify the handwriting of any of the 
letters except two. One of these was 
signed ‘‘ William * and the other “ W. H. 
O.” Unless the state is able to identify 
the letters by Mrs. Orpet, it may have 
difficulty in identifying them atall. The 
letters have been regarded as a vital 
factor in-the state’s case. 


Silent About Garage. 

Mr. Dady’s efforts to show that Will Or- 
pet slept in ‘his father’s garage on the 
night before the fatal tryst with Marion 
Lam failed. An objection entered by 
J H. Wilkerson, senior counsel for 
the defense, prevented the introduction 
of the most damaging evidence Mr. Or- 
pet had to give and the very fact which 
the state expected to prove by him. 

This untold story concerned the hiding 
in an ash heap of all the cyanide of potas- 
sium kept in the greenhouse at Mr. Or- 
pet’s home a week after his son had been 
arrested for the murder of Marion Lam- 
bert, Whose death was caused by this in- 
stantly fatal poison. 

At the commencement of his testimony 
Mr. Orpet said he was born in England, 
was a gardener “ by profession,”’ and had 
been superintendent of the Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick’s estate, near Lake Forest, since 
1910. He said his home was a mile east 
of Sacred Heart academy, on Jessamine 
avenue, which is opposite Helm’'s wooda

Mr. Orpet studied 
it carefully. “‘ No,” he said deliberately. | 
“I do not recognize it.” ' 

“Do you not know that is your son’r 
handwriting?” stormed Mr. Dady. 

“T could not swear to it,” replied the 
imperturbable Mr. Orpet. 

Some of the letters were signed “ Bil- 
lee’ and some “ Bill.” 

“TI uever knew my son to sign such 
names,” said Mr. Orpet. “He never 
was known by them at our home.” 

“Do you know your son's handwrit- 
ing?’ asked Mr. Dady. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Orpet.

A startling new development which may 
forge the strongest link yet devised in the 
defense of Will Orpet came to light yes- 
terday in the Weukegan courtroom, 
where the boy §® being tried for the mur- 
der of Marion Lambert. 

Not on the wtness stand, nor in a state~ 
ment to an attorney, but in a chance con- 
versation with the man sitting next to 
him, one of the spectators confided a 
hitherto unrevealed item of information: 


Found Her in Laboratory. 


It was this: 
On the day not very long before she 


| died Marion Lambert spent some 


time alone in the chemical laboratory 
ot the Deerfield-Shields Township 
High school. Shortly before this she 
had completed an examination which 
déalt in detail with cyanide of potas- 
sium, the poison which killed her. 

One of her fellow students blundered 
into the laboratory and found her 
there. When asked what she was 
doing she appeared worried and 
begged him not to say anything about 
having seen her.
